Mr. Scheidt feels that we 
should simply ignore the letter since he does not feel that any 
specific reply or actton is required at this time unless the Bureau 
desires to comply with this request. Mr. Scheidt points out that 
he does not see how we can comply with this request and turn down 
numerous other requests which are recetved from tndtviduals and or- 
canizations for the same type of assistance. He feels to accept this 
request and turn doun others would be discriminatory and I agree. I 
asked Ur. Scheidt if he knew of any tnstructtons from the Bureau as 
to the procedure in handling such recuests and he satd he knows of 
no uritten instructions from the Bureau. He said he has always followed 
the policy of wetghing each request, to determine the nature of the 
organization and the type of assistance requested and then deciding 
accordingly. +k: 7

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The National Emergency Civil Rights Mobilization was initiated by the 
pati nal Association for the Advancement of Colored People, ani was sponsored by 
55 other organizations. It is noted that the sponsoring organizations have not 
been cited by the Attorney General as being subversive or Commnist dominated. 
The only organization which has been cited, ani which is ea sponsoring organize- 
tim, is the National Lawyers Guild which was cited as a Commmist front by the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities. Most of the sponsoring organizations 
were negro organizations. The next largest sponscring groups were various Jevish 

groupe, including the American Jevish Congress, the American Jewish Committee, 
and the Anti-Defamation league. Many CIO and AFL unions were likewise sponsors.

The Mobilization, at all times, was orderly. The largest group of delegates 

came from New York where over 1500 were registered. Maryland, mainly ' 

provided the next largest delegation - 750. New Jersey ani Illinois sent 25

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The February, 1950 edition of Political Affairs, 
(stated in this issue to be a magazine devoted to the theory and practice 
of Marxism-Leninism,) contained an article written by EDWARD STRONG 
entitled "On the 40th Anniversary of the NAACP" in which STRONG com- 
mented on the mobilization and United Front tactics within the NAACP 
as follows: 


"The growing sentiments of the NAACP membership 
for the launching of really mass struggle for civil rights broke through 
however at the 40th Annual Convention and for the first time a conven- 
tion of the Association officially stressed mass action... Cn the 
instructions of the Convention, the Nationel Office undertock to or- 
genize a nationel mobilization to convene in Washington January 15, 16 
and 17 to demand immediate action by Congress on civil rights legislaticn. 


"The clear intention of the conventicn was that all 
forces sincerely interested in civil rights were to be invited to par- 
ticipate in this struggle. the ccnsternaticn of the negro 
people upon learning that WILKINS had issued an edict excluding 
from the mobilisation ten progressive-led unions, which possess the 
best record among American trade unions in the struggle for Negro rights.
